Worth as Much ai They Seem. 


On all first class passenger steamships 


and on all large •warships a great per- 
centage of the total cost ia spent direot- 
v and indirectly on bulkheads or on 
what these bulkheads necessitate. No 
passenger would willingly make a voy- 
ig6 in a liner which was not known to 
save a cellular structure, and no gov- 
ernment -would think of bailding a bat 
Heship or crniser •without bulkheads. 
Yet it is a fact well known, at least to 
all seafaring men and shipbuilders, tbut 
these bulkheads, strong and perfect in 
thpm selves, are precisely as safe aud 
e&cient as the doors in them and not a 
whit more so. 


The doors as at present constructed 


nnd operated are notoriously bad and 
Cangerons 
They have been the direct 


nnd known cause in the losa of many 
lives and many good ships and aro 
doubtless cbaigeaolo with many more 
sbipa on tbe list of "missing and unac 
counted for." It is astonibhing to tbe 
expert to see tho general public nnd 
even seafaring men so ready to accnpt 
the prevailing snperbtition about the 
safety of bulkheads 
The best possible 


bulkheads without equally good doors, 
opeiated en f. safe system, are about as 
good as n chain with a link niissiug 
Tho history of marine disaster has 
taught us this if it has taught us auy 
thing, and yet we go ou crossing tbe 
Atlantic in liners of much vaunted f=ate- 
tj and bragpmg about invulcprable Lafc- 
tleships, apparently with implicit con 
fiduDco in this bulkhead fetich 


There should bo as lew doors as pos- 


sible, nnd some very able experts con 
tcucl that then should be uouo On tbe 
othei baud, mc=6 cnptaius aud cbiei en 
gineeis sny they rouse ba^e doors. Man- 
ifestly the only way out of the difficulty 
is to get safe doors, safely operated. 
Tbe number of watemght doors and 
hatches on a tirst class battleship i»ovtr 
SDO, aud tbero are nearly 300 valves auJ 
suites connected vuth \entilatmg, drain- 
ing aud flooding tbe hull and invoh ing 
the iatoty of the ship 
It will Iheio- 


fore bs seen tbat the systematic control 
and operation of these devices is a mat 
t-r of no mean inipoitan-e 


It takes about 110 men to look after 


these details alone m response to a col 
lis'on alarm under the pieaaut couili- 
tious, and it is a matter of •\ory grave 
doubt on the paitof thosa best informed 
an to vhether the supremo efforts of 
these 110 men can attend to doors, 
hatches and valves quickly enough to 
save tho ship -Gassier s Magazine

Secondhand stacks may be used with 
various temporary plants set np by con- 
tractors and others. A smokestack may 
be blown down iu a windstorm and the 
user supply tbe place of it with one 
bongbt secondhand. 
-A steel or iron stack costs abont:balf 
as much as n brick stack.. A secondhand' 
iron stack casts about balf as much as a. 
new one. Stacks of metal nre made now 
usually of steel. The steel used costs 
now less than wrought iron. There is 
an increasing use of-steel instead of 
brick stacks. Steel stacks tip to 6 and 7 
feet iu diameter would be classed as 
portable stacks; larger stacks -would be 


; of more or less permanent character.
